Ktv  Wrt»t.  Fla..  Dei\  31.— An  nooount 
has  just  been  received  here  «if  the  re- 
eent  fljrhtinjf  around  Colon  and  the 
thorough  manner  in  whieh  the  ??pan- 
iuixls  were  routtni.  Some  gf  the  Spanish 
t'oinmand  wvre  nearly  out  to  pieces. 
One  brigad.'  eompt^std  <«t"  2000  men  was 
practically  destroyed.  This  brigade 
early  in  the  engagement  became  de- 
tachiHi  from  Camp  is"  main  army  and 
tried  to  make  its  way  to  Cienfucgos. 
Tile  siiides  provo.i  treaeherous  and  led 
the  Spaniards  through  a  country 
swarming  with  insurgents. 

From  every  point  of  vantage  the  In- 
surgents {K)ured  in  a  withering  fire 
on  the  Spanish,  and  six)n  all  semblance 
of  discipline  was  lost.  The  Spanish  re- 
treat became  a  rout,  each  man  seeking 
shelter  from  the  bull?ts  of  the  concealed 
tVe.  After  four  days  of  Incredible  suf- 
fering the  remnants  of  the  brigade 
reached  San  LXniiingo  on  the  road  tt> 
Cienfuegos.  Of  the  -000  soldiers  which 
began  the  retreat  110<>  are  missing. 
More  than  half  the  officers  of  the  corn- 
man  i  were  alsj  missing. 

Many  ^if  the  soldiers  and  officers  had 
perished  by  insurgent  bullets,  but  the 
larger  nunib=r  had  died  from  exhaus- 
tion. For  three  days  the  troops  were 
without  f'.H)d.  All  the  horses  belonging 
t>  the  command  were  killed  and  eaten. 
Those  who  reache.i  San  Domingo  were 
In  a  pitiable  condition.  Tiieir  feet  were 
bare  and  blistered  and  the  clothing  of 
many  were  in  rags. 

The  account  concludes  by  descrlbin^r 
the  streams  of  wounded  Spaniards 
p  curing  into  the  hospitals  at  Matanzas. 
Cardenas,  Havana  and  other  points 
since  the  recent  fighting. 


REPORTS  FROM   HAVANA. 

Havana.  Dec.  31.— There  is  much  un- 
certainty regarding  the  progress  of  the 
insurgents.  According  i..  the  official  re- 
port they  are  in  full  retreat,  and  it  has 
been  intimated  that  fxomez  was  making 
for  Cirnfuegos  with  the  intention  of 
capturing  thait  seaport.  But  the  an- 
nouncement made  tcday  would  seem 
to  .ihow  that  Gomez  is  still  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Jaguey  Gran-lc.  south  of  Colon, 
in  the  province  of  Mantanzas.  Lieut. 
Col.  Perara.  commanding. the  Xavarro 
battalion,  numbering  about  8o0  men. 
was  ergaged  with  insurgents  near 
Calimel.  not  far  from  Jaguey  Grande. 
Sunday. 

The  fighting  is  said  to  have  been 
very  fierce,  and  the  Spaniar  Is  are  re- 
ported to  have  sustained  the  fire  of 
vastly  superior  numbers  of  insurgents 
commanded  by  Gomez.  The  troops  are 
reported  to  have  captured  the  insurgent 
positions  and  to  have  obliged  the  enemy 
t"  divide  his  forces.  The  insurgents  are 
said  to  have  lost  heavily,  whife  on  the 
government  siJe  only  one  officer  and 
five  soldiers  were  killed  and  sixty 
wounded. 


NATURAL  GAS  AT  RENVILLE. 

Renville.  Minn..  D- c.  31.— While  drill- 
ing a  well  at  the  flouring  mill  of  Wer- 
din  &  Schmidt  in  this  city  at  11  o'clock 
yesterday  a  stream  of  gas  shot  out  of 
the  pipe,  throwing  dirt,  stones  and  mud 
fully  fifty  feet  high.  A  match  was  ap- 
plied and  with  a  roar  that  coukl  be 
heard  ."several  blocks  a  flam^  of  fire  shot 
up  and  was  with  great  difficulty  stopped. 
The  city  is  all  excitement  and  citizens 
thint<  that  they  have  a  real  live  gas 
Well,  and  by  all  appearances  their  hopes 
are  well  founded.  The  well  is  iG5  feet 
deep. 


TROUBLE  IN  JAMAICA.

More- 
over, we  ere  acvustomed  to  the  cool 
prudence  of  England,  which  will  Increase 
in  proportion  as  the  youthful  Impetuosity 
of  the  I'nlted  States  gives  itself  free 
course.  France  is  far  more  disposed  to 
accei>t  the  Monroe  doctrine  than  you  in 
England:  but  we  reserve  anterior  rigf.it.s. 
and  do  not  agree  with  Pr.esident  Cleve- 
land's conception  of  arbitration.  We 
Frencih  aiv  grtat  advocates  of  arbitral 
tion.  and  would  gladly  see  it  extended  to 
all  international  dlsi>ute3.

THEIR  NEEDLESS  TERROR. 

Chicago  Tunnel  Workmen  Are 
Badly  Frightened. 

Chicago,  ^Dec.  31.— James  Whitney,  of 
Columbus,  (31iio.  second  cook  for  the 
gang  of  men  In  the  new  water  works 
tunnel,  was  severely  l)urned  last  night 
by  an  explosion  of  waste  oil  thrown  in- 
to the  furnace  used  in  the  tunnel.  The 
explosion  of  the  oil  was  accompanied  by 
a  dull  rumbling  sound  which  was 
greatly  incteased  by  the  close  quarters 
in  which  it  took  place.  The  laborers  at 
work  under  the  lake  believed  they  were 
in  a  living  tomb  and  a  panic  followed. 
In  front  of  them  was  the  solid  wall  of 
earth  and  to  their  rear  was  the  dense 
cloud  of  smoke  which  hung  in  the  nar- 
row subterranean  pas.sage  wav  like  a 
pall. 

The  thirty-five  men  were  for  the  time 
being  wild  with  terror  and  few  expected 
to  reach  the  air  alive.  The  gang  fore- 
man, whb  was  near  the  furnace  at  the 
time  the  exidosion  tor)k  i)lac>  and 
kmjwing  that  the  rest  of  his  men  were* 
In  no  danger,  hurriedly  made  his  way 
through  the  dense  smnkc  to  where  the 
ttrror-strlcktn  laborers  were  huddled 
together.  Ho  .soon  convinced  them  that 
there  was  no  danger,  and  after  explain- 
ing the  nature  of  the  accident  the  mt  n 
r<  sumed  work.  Signals  of  distress  were 
thtn  hoiste'd  which  were  responded  to 
})y  the  tug  Bobbie  Dunham.  The  injured 
man  was  taken  on  board  and  c^onv;-yed 
to  the  city,  where  he  was  i>laced  in  the 
hosf  ital.  His  injuries  are  thought  to  be 
fatal.

Wheat  wa«f  easier  when  the  trading  be- 
gan today  although  there  were  two  very 
strong  reasons  for  it  being  quite  other- 
wise. The  bullish  factors  referred  to 
which,  but  for  one  ilt  pres»:lng  clrcum- 
naiice,  would  nndoilbteilly  have  elosed  ui> 
the  wheat  business  of  the  year  to  the  ac- 
coniiianiniMni  of  victorious  plauilits  from 
the  bulls,  were  the  stnallness  of  the  Min- 
neaixNiis  and  Duluih  receipts  and  the 
.'mall  .«!hiipmeiits  of  wheat  and  flour  to  the 
Hiiropean  importing  markets.  The  dis- 
turbing element  was  tlie  unsettled  finan- 
cial situation.

Windstorm    of     Seventy-Two 
Miles  an  Hour. 

New  York,  Dec.  31. — A  cold  wave 
re'ached:  this  section  ti>day.  It  was  her- 
alded bji  a  violent  wind  storm  which 
at  3  o'clock  had  reached  a  velocity  of 
seventy-two  miles  an  hour.  Bay  Ridge, 
Staten  Island,  the  Jersey  shore  and 
Coney  Island  received  the  full  force  of 
the  wind  storm.  Houses  were  shaken 
md  many  pe.  )ple  roused  from  slumber 
by  the  trembling  of  their  beds,  were  too 
fearful  to  again  seek  repose.

Reports  from 
the  Adirondack^  Indicate  that  much 
damage  was  done  there  by  the  wind.

FREDERIC  LOCKER'S  CHARM.  . 
It    Is    hard,    perhaps     impossible,    for 
anyone  who  was  brought  into  close  con- 
tact with  Mr.  Locker  to  consider  either 

'  his  works  or  his  ways  apart  from  a 
personality   which   combined   in   an   ex- 

I  traordlnary  degree  an  enchantlngly 
gentle  bearing,  a  kindness  of  heart  that 
defies  description,  a  keen  perception, 
and  (though  in  undertones)  a  rare  in- 
clsiveness  of  speech,  says  Augustine 
Birrell  In  January  Scrlbner's.  For  his 
friends — and  he  had  friends  everywhere 
and  in  all  ranks  of  life— there  was  noth- 
ing he  would  not  do.  It  makes  my  legs 
ache  to  think  of  the  trouble  he  would 
be  at  only  to  give  them  a  little  pleas- 
ure. It  seemed  as  if  he  could  nol  spare 
himself. 

I  remember  his  calling  at  my  chambers 
one  hot  day  laden  with  man>  things, 
all  present-s.  I  can  only  remember  two 
of  the  things— a  bust  (>f  Voltaire  and  an 

i  liuusually  lively  tortoise,  which  seemed 
always  half  way  out  of  its  paper  bag. 
Wherever  he  went  he  found  an  occa- 
sion for  kindness,  and  his  whimsical  ad- 
ventures would  fill  a  volume.  For  mere 
appearance  he  cared  not  a  straw.  Yet 
the  friends  for  whom  he  toiled  made  a 
great  mistake  If  they  Imagined  he  was 
Incajiable  of   perceiving   their   faults. 

He  saw  them  clearly  enough,  and 
could  have  described  them  too— If  need 
had  been — but  kindness  of  heart  and 
a  genuine  humility  (perhaps  the  rarest 
of  the  Christian  virtues)  prevented  his 
satirical  gifts  from  free  play.  His 
poetry  meant  a  great  deal  to  him,  for 
he  had  taken  great  pains  with  It;  but 
he  had  so  sliy  a  spirit,  so  subtle  a  sens.J 
of  humor,  was  so  apt  to  scent  extrava- 
gance, and  so  Indisposed  to  detect  his 
ftwn  merits,  that  though  he  liked  to  be 
praised,  you  had  to  see  to  It  that  you 
praised  rinthing  but  his  best,  or  el.se 
your  compliment  was  greeted  with  a 
sad  civility,  which  made  you  feel  that 
you  had  given  more  pain  than  plea.sure.

THE  GOOD  WORK  PROCEEDS. 
The  aldermen  have  won  hearty  and 
deserved  applause  by  their  actions  at 
last  night's  council  meeting.  Never 
have  the  people  been  so  aroused  as  they 
are  at  the  present  time.  The  shocking 
disclosures  made  by  the  investigating 
committee's  inspection  of  the  intake 
well  and  the  equally  startling  dis- 
closures made  by  The  Herald  of  the 
guilty  knowledge  p'ossesaed  by  the 
water  company's  officials  A'S^IVectors 
and  local  stockholders  cdio^jning  the 
condition  cf  the  intake  well  and  the  res- 
ervoir have  created  a  feeling  of  intense 
popular  indignation  against  those  who 
are  now  deemed  responsible  for  all  the 
sickness  and  deaths  caused  by  the  epi- 
demic of  typhoid  fevcr.  It  was  not  sur- 
prising, therefore,  that  the  determina- 
tion shown  by  the  aldermen  to  continue 
the  investigation  along  the  lines  sug- 
gested by  The  Herald  and  to  ascertain 
whether  the  franchise  of  the  water  com^ 
r-any  cannot  be  declared  forfeited  meets 
with  general  approval.  Never  have  the 
people  been  so  determined  upon  any 
course  of  action  as  Ihey  are  nov.'  re- 
solved that  the  cause  of  the  typhoid 
epidemic  shall  be  entirely  eradicated, 
that  nothing  shall  be  left  undone  to 
purify  the  water  supply,  and  that  those 
responsible  for  the  great  calamity 
which  has  fallen  upon  the  city  shall  be 
fittingly  punished. 

The  investigating  committee  was  con- 
tinut  d  with  full  power  to  act  in  regard 
to  the  extension  of  the  intake  pipe  an  J 
the  construction  of  the  new  steel  well. 
This  is  a  good  move.  The  Herald  does 
not  believe  that  this  work  should  be 
done  by  the  company,  but  should  be  per- 
formed by  the  "cit^'  itself  and  the  ex- 
pense char;*»d  against  the  company'?^ 
hydrant  rental  account.  In  no  other 
way  can  the  city  be  certain  that  the 
work  is  performed  as  desired,  unless  it 
be  done  under  the  constant  supervision, 
night  and  day,  of  members  o?  the  in- 
vestigating committee.  The  people 
were  deceived  once  in  regard  to  this 
matter.  The  company  agreed  to  extend 
the  intake  pipe  and  later  announceJ 
that  the  work  was  performed.  The 
board  of  public  works,  v.hose  duty  it 
was  to  have  seen  thai  the  company  did 
the  work,  remained  silent,  and  the 
people  supposed  the  board  had  done  its 
duty.  But  they  were  deceived.  They 
may  be  deceived  in  the  same  manner 
again.  unk.ss  the  members  of  the  in- 
vestigating committee — in  whom  the 
people  have  confidence — take  personal 
supervision  of  the  work. 

There  should  be  no  delay  about  in- 
vestigating the  condition  of  the  reser- 
voir. The  council  approved  The  Her- 
ald's suggestion  that  the  reservoir 
should  be  Inspeoted  and  cleaned.  Lot 
the  work  be  done  without  delay,  or  w? 
may  have  a  repetition  of  what  occurred 
at  the  intake  well  the  night  bfrfore  the 
investigating  committee  visited,  it.  The 
mayor  should  place  a  police  guard  at 
the  reservoir  immediately.  This  stfioUld 
have  been  dene  last  night.         '.'''  .1

PURE  WATER  TO  BE  PEOVIDED. 
The  council  quickly  responded  to  The 
Herald's  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  peo- 
ple for  a  supply  of  pure  water  pending 
the  extension  of  the  intake  pipe  and 
the  cleansing  of  the  comany's  system. 
To  AUermaoi  Haie  belongs  the  credit 
of  instantly  appreciating  the  import- 
ance of  The  Herald's  suggestion  and 
giving  it  effect.  He  promptly  Intro- 
duced a  resolution  last  night  ordering 
the  board  of  public  works  to  procure 
pure  water  from  the  lake  and  distribute 
it  free  to  the  citizens. 

The  alderman's  resolution  extended 
a  little  farther  than  The  Herald's  idea, 
which  was  to  make  a  small  charge  for 
the  water,  so  that  only  those  who  were 
unable  to  pay  the  higher  price  for  the 
spring  water  now  being  sold  would  be 
provided  by  the  city  at  a  lower  price. 
There  is  danger  that  under  the  plan 
now  adopted  the  city  will  not  be  able  to 
supply  all  applicants,  but  this  matter 
can  be  regulated  by  limiting  the  amount 
to  be  given  to  each  family.  By  adoptir.g 
some  rule  of  this  sort  all  can  get  a  sup- 
ply of  pure  water. 

Now  that  it  has  been,  given  full 
authority  to  act.  the  board  of  public 
works  should  act  promptly.  It  is  essen- 
tial that  an  ample  supply  of  pure  water 
be  provided  at  once.  There  are  people 
who  are  actually  suffering  because  they 
cannrt  gee  pure  water.  Let  the  board 
hustle  as  It  necer  did  before! 


THERE  ARE  OTHERS. 

There  is  a  disposition  in  many  quar- 
ters to  hold  Superintendent  Craig  solely 
responsible  for  the  shocking  .state  of  af- 
fairs disclosed  by  the  Investigation.  But 
he  is  not  alone  guilty  of  criminal  negli- 
gence. There  are  others  who  are  equal- 
ly guilty.  The  other  officers  of  the  gas 
and  water  company,  the  directors  and 
the  local  stockholders  must  be  hold 
equally  responsible.  They  cannot  evade 
ani»  of  the  responsibility  which  rests 
upon  all  who  are  connected  with  the 
company.  They  must  expect  that,  by 
making  a  scapegoat  of  one  of  their  offi- 
cials, they  can  escape  the  censure  of 
the  public.  They  aj-e  ail  in  the  eame 
boat.  They  are  all  "tarred  by  the  same 
.stick."  They  must  all,  without  excep- 
tion, answer  at  the  bar  of  public  opin- 
ion for  their  gross  and  criminal  negli- 
gence of  the  healtl*  of  the  consumers  of 
their  water  supidy. 

Nor  are  the  officials  and  stockholder.? 
of  the  company  alone  guilty  of  criminal 
ncgkct.  The  city  officials,  particularly 
the  board  of  health  and  the  beard  of 
public  works— not  only  the  present 
boards,  but  those  which  have  existed 
for  the  pasit  five  or  six  years — are  guilty 
of  neglect  of  the  duties  which  attach  to 
their  positiohs.  It  was  their  duty  to 
have  found  out  the  condition  of  affairs 
now  disclosed  by  the  investigating  o<,m- 
mittee.  It  was  their  duty  to  have  pre- 
vented the  great  evils  which  hav£^  oc- 
curred. The  public  elect  these  officials 
and  j>ay  them  good  salaries  to  look 
after  these  very  things.  TTiey  failed  to 
perform  their  duty  and  they  have  earned 
the  severest  public  censure  which  can 
be  pronounced  upon  them.  They  are  all 
guilty  of  a  gHi.as  crime  agairi'St  the  peo- 
ple by  whom  they  were  placed  In  office 
and  [laid  good  salaries.

I      When  the  excise  act  of  17'.»1  made  their 
i  industry-  illeeal,  the  mountaineers  were  al- 
ready a  people  separate  and  apart,  insu- 
lated by  their  manners,  customs  and  tii- 
compassments   from    tlieir  more   prosiper- 
'  ous  neighbors  in  the  fertile  valleys,  says 
1  Francis    Lynde   in     January     Liplncotfs. 
I   Hence    tiiey   Vv'cre   enabled    to    ignore    Ghe 
i  law,    and    for  more    than    half   a    century 
i  they   were   practically   unmolested   in    the 
f  xercise  of  what  came  to  be  considered  an 
inaliena.ble   righ:.    The   moral   effect   upon 
the  peopile  of  this  long  period  of  immunity 
can  scarcely  be  estimated. 

To  the  mountaineer,  turning  his  corn 
into  whifky  seems  as  natural  and  right 
as  changing  his  apples  into  cider  does  to 
the  Nortliern  owner  of  orchards.  From 
his  restricted  point  of  view,  the  tax  on 
the  manufacture  of  spirituous  liquors  is  a 
thing  accursed — an  unjust  measure  di- 
rected against  his  iiiherent  rig^ht  to  do 
v\-hat  he  will  with  his  own.  For  this  caust* 
it  is  next  to  impossible  to  convince  him 
that  an  infraction  of  tlie  revenue  laws  is 
a  tiling  intrinsically  wrong;  he  is  not  suf- 
ficiently in  touch  with  modern  civilization 
or  the  body  polHic  to  realize  liis  moral  oIj- 
ILgaUons  as  a  citizen. 

MoreGver,  aside  from  his  convictions  in 
the  matter,  his  temptations  to  liecome  a 
law-brtakor  are  very  consilderable.  In  ad- 
dition to  ilie  fact  that  he  cannot  market 
his  ciop  in  its  natural  s^tate— a  condition 
which  puts  him  at  once  in  the  very  fore- 
front of  the  liaittle  in  the  struggle  for 
existence— he  is  usually  remote  from 
towns  and  so  unable  to  procure  even  the 
small  alcoholic  basis  needed  for  the  sim- 
ple rtmedies  waiich  he  compounds  from 
the  roots  and  herbs  of  his  native  forests. 
A  trilling  need,  one  may  say,  yet  sickness 
is  a  mi".;li'l.'i'  b'ver;  and  since  the  pcnaltit  =? 
im,i«>sed  l>y  law  extend  to  the  carrier  of 
uniaxed  liquor,  many  a  mountaineer  has 
been  ltd  into  wrong  doing  by  motives 
w'liich  were  quite  the  reverse  of  criminal.

A:  the  council  mer-cirii?  last  night  the 
Dulu:h  Gas  and  U'a:t>r  cnmpany  was 
made  the  foottoall  of  flfreen  able-bodied 
a'ldennen,  each  of  w-ttom  was  anxious  for 
its  annJhlla:ion.  I:  iw^as  ivsolved  to  con- 
tinue the  investigating  committee,  which 
^Hvsented  i»  repor:,  to  invescigare  the 
Lakeside  pump  house,  to  clean  ou:  and 
fence  in  the  reservoir,  to  divert  the  sewers, 
to  furnish  pure  water  without  charge,  and 
as  a  tinal  clincher,  the  city  attorney  was 
instructed  to  report  on  the  advisability 
of  suiv.s  for  ;he  annulment  of  the  gas  and 
wat-r  <A-mpany's  franchise.  These  giX)d 
!  "-^    for    the      Xew      Year      were 

ried  by  receiving  a  bid  of  par 
an^  ^cci-ued  intere?:  for  the  $750,000  water 
bond  issue  f>jr  the  new  plant. 

When  President  Hnwari  called  the 
c»>unoiI  t-i  <ird.fr  the  ro<_'m  was  crowded 
wiih  sptcta^ors.  and  even  standing  room 
was  scarce.  Aldt^-man  Mitchell,  who  is 
i!l  with  typhoid,  was  the  only  abisentee. 

Mayor  Lewis,  in  a  c.>mmunication.  noti- 
fied th-  council  of  the  receipt  o£  a  sum- 
mons in  ihe  case  of  Dexter  M.  Ferr>-  vs. 
the  city  of  Duluth.  anid  al»i  that  a  bid  of 
par  and  accrued  interest  had  been  re- 
ceded fr.>m  the  Duluth  Securities  eom- 
par.y  for  the  $28.t>4.3.13  of  improvement 
certificates,  the  i«sruance  of  which  was 
recently  authorized  by  the  council.  The 
summons  was  referred  to  the  city  at- 
t'>rne>-.  and  the  bid  was  later  accepted 
by  resoluti -n. 

DR.  KINGS  CLAIM. 
The  city  a:t  :«-ney  reccMnmended  the  pay- 
ment .jf  $120  in  settlement  of  the  l-W 
elaim  of  Dr.  H.  «>.  King  against  the  city. 
and  a  letter  nc-tifying  the  council  of  the 
willingness  of  the  company  to  make  any 
alterations  in  the  plant  suggeste-i.  and 
asking  for  a  test  of  the,  water,  was  read 
and  placed  on  file.  William  M.  Prindle 
notified  the  council  of  his  aeoeptance  of 
the  gas  ordinance,  with  amendments.  His 
communication  was  filed  without  com- 
ment. The  lists  O'f  Republican.  Demo- 
cratic and  Populist  judges  for  the  coming 
ele<jtion  were  referre<l  to  the  elections 
committee. 

In  a  coinamunication  the  board  of  public 
works  called  attentiiin  to  the  resolution 
recently  passed  instructing  the  l»ard  to 
advertise  fi3«-  bids  for  the  excavation  for 
the  new  city  market  and  armory  to  be 
built  >yn  lots  3.5  and  36  East  First  street. 
A  mistake  had  been  made  in  the  lot  num- 
bers, which  should  have  read  Nos.  33  and 
3o.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  city  pn>perty.  buildings  and 
markets,  which  later  in  the  session  se- 
cure>J  the  passage  of  a  resolution  rectify- 
ing the  error. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS. 
Then  Chairman  Krumsi-g.  of  the 
vwaterworks  investigating  cijmmJttee. 
read  the  report  of  the  committee  which 
was  outlimd  in  The  Herald  last  evening. 
At  th-^  conclusion  of  the  reading  there 
was  a  burst  i:>f  applause  fnjm  the  crowd 
of  spectators.  The  report  was  received 
and  filed. 

The  committee  on  ordinances  present- 
ed an  ordinance  to  am-nd  the  Prindle 
gas  ordinance  as  follows;  Within  three 
months  after  being  ordered  by  the  coun- 
cil the  company  must  begin  to  lay  one 
mile  of  gas  mains,  which  must  be  laid 
ready  for  toxieration  within  a  y«ir. 
Whenever  the  city  digs  trenches  for  the 
new  water  plant,  if  so  i.-rdered.  the  ctjm- 
pany  must  lay  its  mains  in  the  same 
trench  and  pay  one-third  of  the  cost  of 
excavating  and   filldng  the  trenches. 

An^  important  provision  is  one  in 
which  the  new^  company  agrees  not  to 
incorporate  with  any  other  ci>rporation. 
The  amendments  were  inserted  before 
the  acceptance  of  the  ordinance  by  Wil- 
liam M.  Prindl3.  There  was  ru>  opposi- 
tion. 

THE  ACTION'  LIVENS. 
Right  here  Alderman  Patterson  start- 
ed the  ball  rolling  by  presenting  a  reso- 
lution continuing  the  waterworks  in- 
vestigating e^mmittee  with  full  pow-^r 
of  supervision  over  all  repairs  to  be 
made  and  to  fulfill  the  recommendations 
of  the  council,  and  in  conclusion  thank- 
ing thfr  committee  for  what  it  had  ac- 
complished. Cnairman  Krumsieg.  of  the 
committee,  moved  to  amend  by  includ- 
ing Alderman  Howard  as  a  member. 
The  resolution  as  amended  was  passed 
unanimously. 

Alderman  Harwood  followed,  with  a 
resolution  instructing  the  special  ct>m- 
mitlee  to  imme<liately  attend  to  the 
cleaning  of  the  reservoir  and  also  to 
have  constructed  around  it  a  6-foot 
board  fence  surmounted  by  a  H-foot  wire 
screen. 

"I  think  this  is  a  little  too  previous," 
said  Alderman  Lerch.  '"I  move  to  amend 
by  adding  the  words:  'as  sixin  as  purer 
water  is  obtained.'  It  wont  do  any  good 
to  clean  the  reservoir  out  and  continue 
to  pump  filthy  water  into  it." 

"We  can't  do  this  work  too  soon."  re- 
■plie«J  Alderman  Harw>>i>d.  "The  sooner 
we  get  the  reservoir  cleaned  out  the 
purer  the  water  will  be.  The  construc- 
tion of  the  fence  will  aid  by  preventing 
the  maliciously  inclined  frr>m  throwing 
dead  <"at.«  and  thmgs  into  our  water."

gum'-nt  by  observing:  "Well,  clean  it 
iiut  now,  and  if  needs  it  do  it  again  later 
on." 

In  the  midst  of  the  applause  Alderman 
Lerch  withdrew  his  amendment  remark- 
ing that  it  had  not  been  .seconded  and 
the  original  rt-solution  passed.  Whilr^ 
the  roll  was  being  called  Alderman  Olaf- 
son  suggested  that  police  be  put  on 
guard  at  the  reservoir  because  no  one 
kn^w  what  the  water  company  might 
do. 

LAKESIDE  ALSO. 
Then  a  res.dution  of  Alderman  How- 
ai'd  was  read  instructing  the  special 
ct>mmittee  to  invesitigate  the  Lakesid-^ 
pump  house  and  water  supply-,  and  em- 
powering the  committee  ti>  expend  such 
sums  "f  mioney  as  it  might  deem  neces- 
sary for  that  purpose.  Alderman 
Lt-rch  mtived  the  adoption  of  the  reso- 
lution, and  it  t>a.ssed  without  com- 
ment. 

At  this  juncture  Alderman  Hale 
bobbed  up  with  a  resolution  directing 
the  board  of  public  works  ta  procure 
pure  water  from  the  lake  and  dLs- 
trtbute  rt  free  to  the  citizens.  F«.>r  this 
purpose  it  was  suggested  that  the  city 
sprinkling  carts  might  l>e  cleaned  out 
and  used  for  distribution,  and  that  th-^ 
water  might  be  brought  in  tugs  fmm 
down  the  lake.  The  mon^^y  to  be  t^x- 
pended  was  to  be  taken  fri>m  the  gen- 
eral fund. 

.Alderman  Krumsieg,  who  steconded  the 
resolution,  saii  it  was  in  the  interests 
of  th?  poor  people,  and  Alderman  Hale 
corroborated  this  statement.  Presid»^nt 
Howard  asked  for  how  long  a  time  the 
distribution  was   meant   :o  continue. 

"NoUidy  knows."  repli.d  .Alderman 
Hale 

"I  think  it  should  be  supplied  until 
the  water  is  pure."  suggested  Alderman 
Barnes. 

Then  Alderm-an  Trevillion  sugi?ested 
that  although  the  r>-solutiir.  was  meant 
for  poor  people,  there  was  n<i  provision 
for  payment  on  the  part  of  those  able 
to  do  so.  This  excited  Alderman  Har- 
vv-(X>d. 

"We  are  all  taxpayers."  he  declared. 
"We  are  all  entitled  to  pure  water,  and 
we  should  have  it  free  at  the  water 
company's  expense." 

FREE  WATER  PRO  TEM. 
This  excited  enthusiasm  among  the 
spectators  and  m»ived  .Alderman  Olaf- 
son  to  suggest  that  the  cost  of  the 
free  distribution  be  deducted  from  the 
hydrant  rentals,  and  he  offered  the 
suggestion  as  an  amendment.  It  was 
i^^econded  by  Aldt^rman  Krumsieg.  and 
Attorney  Cant.  wl>o  was  cAlled  on  for  an 
opinion,  thi>ught  the  collection  could  be 
made.  There  was  not  a  dissenting 
vote  to  the  passage  of  the  resolution  as 
amended. 

Ald-rman  Harwood  fathered  the  r>ext 
resolution,  which  instructed  the  city 
•engineer  to  prepare  plans  and  details 
for  the  most  feasible  system  by  which 
the  Sf:rwers  at  Second.  Fourteenth.  Six- 
teenth and  Eighteenth  avenues  east 
should  be  diverted  ti>  a  safe  distance 
frirm  the  intake.  It  had  been  Alderman 
HarwKxl's  idea  to  have  all  the  sewer- 
age run  down  Lake  avenue  into  the 
canal,  in  conformity  with  th*^  original 
.sewer  plan.  After  discussion  in  caucus, 
however,  it  was  decided  to  leave  the 
matter  to  the  discretion  of  the  city  en- 
gineer. The  passage  of  the  resolution 
was  unopp<jsed. 

The  crowning  glory  of  the  evening 
was  a  resolution,  passed  under  the 
auspices  of  Alderman  Howard,  dir-^^r- 
iUK  the  city  attorney  to  investigate  the 
impure  water  business,  and  after  con- 
sidering its  legal  effect  on  the  fran- 
chise, report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
council  on  the  advisability  of  beginning 
suit  to  annul  the  water  company's  fran- 
chise. Allerman  Cox  came  to  the 
caucus  in  the  afternoon  with  a  similar 
resolution  in  his  vest  pocket,  but  was 
forestalled  by  the  president. 
A  Bir>AT  PAR. 
This  wound  up  the  water  business  for 
the  evening,  and  then  Clerk  Richards4>n 
op»^ned  a  long  enveLi>pe  which  proved  tr> 
contain  a  bid  of  A.  W.  Hartman  of  par 
and  accurued  interest  for  the  $75<}.O)0 
water  bond  issue.  This  wa.s  accom- 
panied by  a  bond  of  SlO.tX)*)  as  liquidated 
damages  in  case  of  default  with  O.  C. 
Hartman  and  C.  E.  Van  Bergen  as 
suretiew.  The  acceptance  is  subject  to 
an  attorney's  examination  and  a  sat- 
isfactory report  as  to  the  legality  of  the 
bond  issue.  When  the  clerk  had  fin- 
ished reading  ever>'one  drew  a  long 
breath  of  relief,  and  the  bid  was  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  auditing  and 
finance,  which  will  undoubtedly  recom- 
mend its  acceptance. 

A  numiber  of  bids  for  the  material  for 
the  new  pump  house  and  intake  were 
read  by  the  clerk  just  before  adjourn- 
ment. They  were  from  the  Carroll 
Porter  Boiler  and  Tank  company,  of 
Pittsburg,  Pa.:  the  Variety  Iron  Works 
company,  of  Cleveland:  William  B.  Pol- 
lock &  Co..  of  Youngsfown,  Ohio,  and 
Freemans  Sons  Manufacturing  com- 
pany, of  Racine,  Wis.  Each  encloseii  a 
tW)  certified  check  as  a  gTjarantee  of 
g.xid  faith. 

On  mo'tion  of  Alderman  Ash  an  ad- 
journment was  taken  until  Thurstlay 
night,  when  the  committee  reports  will 
be  beard.

State  Auditor  Dunn  on   Publi- 
cation of  Tax  Notices. 

State  Auditor  Duinn  has  been  In  receipt 
of  so  many  inquiries,  since  the  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  change  In  the  law 
concemtng  the  publication  of  tax  notices, 
that  he  has  prepared  the  following  circu- 
lar letter  for  the  Information  of  county 
auditors: 

'Rt^plying  to  your  inquiry-  of  the  2»>ch 
unist.  I  have  the  .^onor  to  inform  yau  that 
in  an  mpinnlon  given  on  IVc.  iJ,  1S16,  the 
attorney  jreineral  held  that  the  publication 
cf  notice  of  expiiration  under  Chapter  IIM 
(Jeneral  Laws  of  isM,  is  no  louger  re-

Testimony  Ail  in  Yesterday 
and  Arguments  in  Pro- 
gress Today. 


All    That     Remains    is    For 
Judge    Moer   to    De- 
cide it. 


The  lime  i.f  thr  taking:  of  testimony 
in  the  Mendenhall  ca.se  was  mui-h 
sh  1  tt  netl  by  Judjft-  Aloers  sugrsesti  >n 
yesterday  afternn^'n.  v\hen  Luther  Men- 
denhall was  t-alird  by  the  ii'.ainiiff  fur 
cross-esamination  as  to  the  value  uf  his 
l-raperties.  that  no  evi  lence  should  bf 
sabnijtttd  at  tha:  time  in  regard  ta 
values,  bui  that  when  the  case  was  de- 
cided this  question  should  be  submitted 
to  a  refer..-e  fcr  tne  taking  of  tesaniony. 
which  shouM  ufterv^aul  'ut-  >.■  lusidered 
by  the  court. 

Oinse^iUently  the  plaintiff  s  case  occu- 
pied but  a  small  portion  of  the  after- 
noon session.  anJ  th?  tes.imon;'  of  the 
defense  was.  all  m  oeiore  time  fur  the 
evening  adjournment.  The  arguments 
were  put  ort"  till  today,  each  side  b-iny 
allowed  lihr^e  hours  in  which  *u  present 
its  cai^e.  Actornfy  J.  L.  Washburn 
stated  last  night  at  the  adjournment  •<( 
court  that  the  presentation  of  nts  side 
of  the  case  wouid  take  about  thirty 
minutes,  as  he  had  covt-red  most  of  the 
points  in  the  cas--  in  his  former  argu- 
ment. Mr.  Killson  also  siated  that  his 
closing  woul'i  be  brief. 

At  the  •  ptning  of  yesterday  after- 
nTjr,n"s  .«es.-!.in  Mr.  Mendenhall  was 
calle<l  by  the  plaintifT  to  testify  as  to 
values,  but  as  this  matter  was  dropped, 
was  upon  the  stand  but  a  few  minutes. 
Au.^tin  Mendenhall  was  trien  called  by 
Mr.  Washburn.  He  gave  some  teaci- 
mony  in  regard  to  thf  matters  .-itated  by 
hiis  mother  m  the  m  >rning.  bu:  nothing 
of  v^rj-  impi.rtant  bearing  upon  the  case. 
He  had  never  heard  his  m  ther  speak 
of  wishing  to  secure  a  divorce  until 
during  the-  past  .<surnmer.  although  at 
one  time  his  father  had  spoken  of  it  to 
him  and  his  bi other,  and  nad  said  that 
he  Would  n^v^r  consent  to  it  unless  his 
two  sons  approved  the  measure.  He 
could  not  remember  whetht-r  his  father 
had  stated  tha:  his  mother  wished  t  • 
secure  the  ■'.ivorce  or  not.  but  thought 
that  he  hai  made  no  such  statement 
directly.  During  the  time  that  his 
mother  was  at  home  in  D^centber.  Lsyi'. 
his  fatl:er  had  been  ver.v  irrirgular  ab<jut 
taking  his  m.-ils  at  home» 

There  was  further  testimony  of  thi.'; 
natur-E,  and  upon  the  cb>se  of  the  tak- 
ing .jf  the  evidence  given  by  this  wit- 
ness the  plaintiffs  case  was  rested.  The 
defendant  opened  by  placing  Luther 
Mendenhall  on  the  stand.  His  testi- 
mony was  in  a  large  measure  contra- 
•iictiry  of  the  statements  made  by  his 
wife  in  the  morning.  He  had  never,  he 
said,  demanded  that  Mrs.  ilendnhall 
secure  a  divorce,  nor  had  he  stated  that 
he  Would  give  her  plenty  of  ground.--. 
On  the  contrary,  he  hatl  urge  I  her  al- 
ways to  remain  at  home  ar.d  to  give  up 
the  idea  of  a  divorce. 

He  had  at  on'-  time  informed  his  wife 
that  Miss  Hardy's  brother  was  in  Du- 
luth.  and  that  she  ar.d  her  friends  had 
consulted  counsel  an  '  would  bring  suit 
agairxs:  Mrs.  Mendenhall.  He  had 
slated  to  her  then  that  h*-  would  do  all 
in  his  power  to  prevent  the  bringing  of 
such  an  action. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  visit  which  he 
made  to  Mrs.  Mendenhall  in  Philadel- 
phia he  had  spent  the  eV"ning  with  her. 
She  had  talked  ver>-  little,  he  doing 
most  of  tho  talking.  The  conversation 
had  been  upon  their  estrangement.  The 
only  w>ird>!  which  he  c«3uJd  remember 
Mrs.  Mend-nhall  sjieakirg  to  him  on 
that  evening  were  the  w  irds.  "You  lie." 
During  the  last  two  weeks  of  December. 
IV.*:;.  wh-n.  it  was  stated,  he  had  taken 
hi?  meals  away  from  home,  hr  had  paid 
at  the  olub  f'>r  meals,  cigars,  diinks. 
billiarls.  etc..  about  $.">  or  $6.  He  ha'l 
taken  his  meals  at  heme  during  that 
•tJme. 

He  had  askwl  his  wife  after  her  return 
from  Philadelphia  in  1S92  to  prepare  a 
rc»">m  f'vr  him  nrxt  to  hers.  During  the 
same  period  he  had  always  rung  a  bell 
in  the  hall  and  called  his  wife  to  come 
to  her  meals.  Her  assertion  that  he 
ha-i  not  done  so  was  IncoiTect.  It  had 
be*^n  his  wife,  not  he.  who  had  dtsired 
a  separaiti  .n  and  divorce.  He  had  told 
her  that  he  would  never  take  the  first 
stteps  to  secure  one. 

Upon  this  and  muoh  ether  testimony 
of  a  similar  nature  he  was  closely  and 
sharply  or' ss-examined  by  Mr.  Wash- 
burn, but  in  no  point  did  he  deviate  to 
any  extent  from  his  first  assertions. 

Watson  Men  lenhall  testified  briefly. 
He  had  heard  the  c -nversation  in  rela- 
tion to  preparing  a  riX)m  next  to  that  of 
his  mother  for  his  father  to  p<:cupy.  It 
had  been  his  father  who  had  made  the 
suggest! >n.  During  the  time  that  Mrs. 
Mendenhall  had  been  horn?  in  l'^92  his 
father  had  c^me  a?  regularly  for  his 
meals  as  at  any  other  time.  His  father 
had  told  him  that  lie  ne^ver  would  con- 
sent to  a  divorce  without  the  approval 
rf  hissrns.  Beyond  this  th-re  was  little 
In  his  t'=-stim'>ny  which  had  any  imj  ort- 
ant  bearing  upon  the  cas<'. 

Both  Mrs.  Mendenhall  and  Austin 
were  recalled  in  rebuttal.  The  former 
denied  hiving  accused  her  husband 
of  lying.  Mendenhall.  she  asserted,  had 
told  ■'■er  that  Miss  Hariy  and  her 
friends  wi>uld  bring  suit,  but  inst^-ad  of 
saying  that  he  w^uld  do  everything  in 
his  power  to  prevent  it.  had  th'^eatened 
to  spend  every  cent  f>f  his  f<  rtune.  if 
necessary,  in  assisting  them  to  prose- 
cute it.  Mr--.  M>^ndenhall  had  never 
stated  to'Tier  hu.sban^  that  she  was 
anxious  to  get  a  divorce  The  only  con- 
versation which  she  cruld  recall  which 
mfght  by  any  possibility  bear  that  in- 
terpretation was  cne  in  which  she  had 
"told  him  that  if  he  cared  m  re  fir  Miss 
Hardy  than  for  his  wife,  and  believed 
her  to  be  a  good  woman  and  that  h" 
could  live  more  happily  with  her.  she 
(Mrs.  Menienhalh  was  selfish  to  hold 
him.  Under  those  circumstances  she 
would  give  him  a  divorce  and  allow  him 
to  marr>-  Miss  Hardy  and  to  live  re- 
spectably.

In  relation  to  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Men- 
denhall. Mr.  Washburn  wi.^hed  to  ask. 
in  open  ciourt  and  while  the  court  had 
the  power  to  direct  at  once  the  course 
of  pro.-eedings.  whether  or  not  Mr.  Men- 
denhall would  jo-in  his  wife  in  a  mort- 
gage to  pay  J4000  or  f5f)00  taxes,  upon 
which  .">  per  cent  penalty  will  go  into 
efff-ct  Monday? 

Mr.  Bilb-m  stated  for  Mr.  Mendenhall 
that  he  would  join  in  such  a  mortgage. 

Mr.  Washburn  continued,  stating  that 
the  homestead  was  the  only  property 
up 'n  which  such  a  meirtgage  c  .uld  be 
placed.  Be:-*i<3e  th-^  taxes,  there  were  all 
the  living  expense.s  i>f  Mrs.  Menienhall 
to  pay.  and  other  bills  which  she  had 
not  raii'i  because  she  had  no  money. 
Upon  Mr.  Mendenhall's  relations  to 
Miss  Hardy  Mr.  Washburn  said  that  he 
did  not  believe  that  there  was  a  marri  d 
man  in  Duluth  whose  wife  would  sub- 
mit to  their  social  relations. 

Mr.  Washburn  ref"rred  to  recent  con- 
ditions and  argued  that  within  those 
holdings  cruelty  had  been  clearly  and 
amply  shown.

Rich  Finds  Occasionally  Made 
By  the  Searchers. 

The  c-ontJnueil  da-y  weather  of  the  past 
summer  and  fall,  iw-hlcih  has  caused  many 
i>f  the  creeks  and  rivers  of  Kentu."ky  to 
go  nearly  dry.  'ius  been  very  favorable 
to  the  peiarl  hunters  In  the  Cumberland 
and  ottier  rivers,  and  quite  a  t>uml*er  of 
tine  s^>efimens  iiave  been  found,  espe- 
cially in  the  CumberlaniiJ  river-,  which 
seems  to  be  the  most  productive  of  pearl- 
bearing  mussels,  says  the  St.  Louis  Globe- 
Demov'rat.  One  of  the  well-knawn  pearl 
hunters  tjld  a  ctjr»re.'»pondent  tha.  he  had 
foimd  sevci-al  pearls  during  the  pitsi  sum- 
mer chat  were  worth  from  $75  to  Jioo 
eaich,  and  a  large  quantity  of  smalU.r  and 
cheaper  Lines. 

T.he  leading  pearl  hunters,  w-ho  prospact 
up  and  doiwn  the  Cumberland,  send  Uitia 
pearls  to  Cliicago.  Philadelphia  and  New- 
York.  Severil  years  ago  an  old  man 
picJcetd  up  a  mu.>»sel  from  a  sandbar  tn  Xhe 
Cumberland  river-,  near  Poini  Rumside. 
a  station  on  the  Cinciiuiati  Southein  rail- 
r.xid,  and  upon  openiing  the  ( y.iter-like 
bivalve,  found  a  magnificent  pearl  of  fine 
size  and  color.  A  pearl  hunter  whci  ran 
acroiss  Lhe  old  man  .<ior:ly  aftt»rwar-d.  and 
to  whom  he  sCiowed  tine  gem.  aS  otK-e  rec- 
ognized rhe  value  of  it,  and  b»vaght  it  fikr 
a  ti-ifling  sum,  afterward  selling  it  for 
1500.  Such  finds  as  thbs,  however.  ci.re  few- 
and  far  between. 

T»ie  pearl  hunterd  work  whrtnever  the' 
w-ater  is  not  tx)  cold  for  them  to  wade  in 
i;.  They  find  the  mu.<.=els  lying  on  the 
sandbars,  pick  uhem  up.  and.  T>rylng  them 
open,  "feel'  for 'the  i>ear!.  and.  if  there  is 
no  pearl,  droj.  lh»'  mu!*el  back  into  its 
pla-e  in  the  river.  T:\c  pearl  is  f^und 
clinging  to  the  -wans  of  the  mu-ssel's  shell, 
and  cloaa  to,  the  mouth  .<f  it.  The  large 
majority  of  pearls,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
are  nddly  shaped  and  irregular  in  form, 
and  for  that  reason  are  w-orthless. 

Now  and  then  ix^rls  of  beautiful  cf)lor 
are  found,  b^t  useless  because  of  a  lack 
of  desirable  form.  The  round  pearls,  usu- 
ally found  and  put  upon  fhe  market  by 
theee  wandering  i>earl  hunters,  vary  in 
Fiz?  fn>m  the  dimensions  >f  the  head  of  a 
pin  to  the  size  of  a  pea,  and  bring  from 
50  cents  to  $50  apiece.  Fe-w  cf  them  reach 
the  $50  mark,  hmvever. 

The  pear!  hunter  who  searches  rhe  Ken- 
tucky streams  is  u.=ually  a  shiftless,  ea.sy- 
going  felLA\-.  w-ho  is  at  home  most  ariy 
place,  am;  makt«9  his  bed  upon  the  bank 
of  the  stream  as  readily  agi  he  would  in 
thei  mc;':  elaborately  furnished  mansion 
When  ne  has  g.*^!  luck  on  a  trip  he  wnit- 
iir.til  a*'-  'his  money  is  gone  before  he 
strikes  ■  K  ujTOn  another  journey.

wretches. 

"The  story  as  published  was  correct 
excei;*t  in  one  minor  detail.  The  pum,ps 
wore  run  full  pressure  when  the  nst-i- 
voir  was  cleaned  on  Satuiday  instead 
of  Saturday  night.  I  see  s(*me  .sympa- 
thizer with  the  comi>any  was  quick  to 
point  cut  the  slight  error.  T-Ij  the  peo- 
ple of  Duluth  I  am  to  be  f9,ind  right 
on  the  spot  whenever  I  itwU  wantrd. 
This  matter  lays  on  my  consBfence." 

City  Attorney  Cant  said  thre  morning: 
"I  have  nut  ytit  thoroughly  in:  fstigated 
the  matter  of  the  annulment  o-f  the 
water  company's  charter,  bir.  I  shall  <:o 
so  at  onct.
